Timw-Beview makes the following 
remarks: 


There will not be likely to be the 


u»u*l exciting contest for county 
offices at the next election which has 
heretofore added such zest aud inter- 
est to the political campaigns iu this 
State. The repeal of the Salary law 
and the cutting down of official fees 
about 80 per cent, will prevent any 
•very desperate struggle being n,ado, 
or the expenditure of Jmuch money 
to secure offices which will not pay 
more than fuir salaries. Wo baliave, 
however, that the Legislature acted 
•wisely iu making this change. The 
pay of county officers^ was entirely 
too high and disproportinate to that 
of other vocations requiring the sam 
amount of ability and business ex 
perience. The effect, we are conli 
dent, will prove highly satisfactory 
t o the taxpaying people of the State 
There will be plenty of coinpeten 
persons willing to take nomination!- 
for the different 
offices, with the 


understanding that they will not be 
required or expected to shell out in 
advance at least a year's pay to secure 
their elections. 
The probabilities 


are that more money will actually be 
aaved by the officers than under the 
present high salary and f jt feu sye 
tern. It is reasonwble to presume 
also, that in the main a better olus« 
of persons will be placed in uomin 
ation, while it is certain that the vo 
ters at the elections will be subjected 


• to less corrupt influences than uncle: 
the political tactics heretofore prao 
tioecl. 
Candidates will not be ex 


pected to spend money except for the 
necessary and legitimate espsubes o 
the election, such as printing, the 
distribution of tickets, etc. 
Th 


money usually spent for whisky 
palming strikers, and other method!. 
of greasing the political machinery— 
to say nothing of the actual purchase 
of votes—will thus be indirectly 
saved to the taxpayers of thedifferen! 
counties. This'isat least a step in 
the direction of reform.

been reached when the 
state o:

reached. If it can exist in the future 
why did it not exist when the ok 
fee system was in vogue? If "the 
pay of county officers was entirely 
too high," the better plan would 
have been to have reduced them, 
The Times Review man knows that 
human nature is such that candidates 
for the very lowest offices will bpend 
money for electioneering purposes 
and that Prohibition will be master 
of the day in Nevada, when opposing 
candidates agree to remain nt home 
and not take an active part in the 
canvass. The "dark horse" will come 
in and win the race. But Washoe 
county will continue under the salary 
system, satisfied to pay its officers a 
fair compensation for the service

The number of 
post-offices

United States now is 47,932, having 
been increased by 1,711 during the las>t 
fisoul year. This is considerably above 
the average growth, and the increase is 
by no means confined to the newer sec 
tions of the country, forty-three having 
been added to the list in New York 
State. Such figures as these tell a grati- 
fying story of national development. 


The Gorman Emperor has presented 


two new bells to the famous Louise 
Church in Charlottenbnrg, which are to 
be rucg for the first tiuie on the anni- 
versary of Sedan. The Empress has 
ordered one of them engraved with a 
relief potrait of the late Queen Louisa 
of Prussia, with the motto, "As the 
Lord willed it, so it was done." The 
other bears a relief potrait of the 
Emperor, with the motto (suggested bj 
him), "In faith there is charity and 
hope". 


It is estimated, from the returns now 


at hand, that the surplus of tb« Post 
Office Department for the year ended 
June 30th, 1883, will be in the neigh- 
borhood of $2,500,000, as againet $1,- 
400,000 for the preceding year.

in their belief, as well as my own. 
Hitherto we have paid but little at- 
tention to many false statements of 
the press, emanating from this city, 
but I find in newspapers what pur- 
ports to be statements maJe by 
Hon. Edward Piervepont to Presi- 
dent Arthur, which ought not to 
go unnoticed. 
If tho honorable 


gentleman made the statements, 
he has certainly gathered au im- 
mense crop of misinformation. I 
only wish to say now, in behalf of 
the Commissionj that every charge 
or innuendo, that gentlemen Com- 
posing this Board have been im- 
properly influenced, or have failed 
to discharge their whole duty under 
tho law to tho best of their ability 
and judgment, is based upon in- 
formation wilfully and wickedly 
false. This Board Is charged, under 
the new law, with the duty of ex- 
cluding all polygfimistsfrom voting 
and from eligibility to office. 
This' 


is the full extent of our authority 
under the law, aud in this our work 
has been completely successful. 
We have excluded some 12,000 
polygam'sts from the polls, and at 
the November elections of 1882 and 
many municipal elections since 
that time, and at tho general elec- 
tion in August, 1883, embracing 
about 800 officers who were elected, 
we have excluded all polygauiists 
from eligibility. 
In 
short, the 


Commission has strictly and strin- 
gently executed the law of Con- 
gress, and stretched the legal tether 
to its utmost tension, in order to 
make it as effective as possible; in- 
somuch that the Mormons have 
sued members of this Board in ten 
several cases, for what they allege 
to be in excess of authority against 
them. I wish you to consider this 
as au official communication, and 
bring it to the notice of the Presi- 
dent as early as possible.

\V«r with England Predicted. 


A eon of Edward Pierrepont stated 


Monday that the Chicago Tribune, 
in referring to a scheme for acquir- 
ing British Columbia, had penetra- 
ted tbe most important State secret 
which bad been opened since the re- 
bellion. He admitted practically that 
his trip to Alaska was in reference to 
this very thing, As an ex-Minister 
to the Gourt of St. James he is in a 
position to know whereof he speaks. 
He says in establishing the boundary 
line with British Columbia a tremen- 
dous error was committed. At present 
it is impossible to get into Alaska 
where all our fisheries and mining 
industries are without going 100 
miles through British waters. Tbe 
only other route is 1,000 miles around 
through tho stormy Pacific ocean. 
He remarks thnt it is noiv a State 
question with both England and 
^{nerioa whether the United States 
ahull acquire British Columbia by 
conquest or 
Great Britain 
seize 


Alaska, 


Hs was entertained by the Gover- 


nor of Vancouver Island and the 
Chief Justice of that Island waa 
present. He remarked to the visit- 
ors that the 
United States bad 


uo business in Alaska, since it 
was 
only 
accessible 
through 


British waters. The British secured 
the sea coast as far up as the middle 
of Mt. St. Elin8, and there a line waa 
drawn due north. Mr. Pierrepont says 
it in not a question o! tho purchase 
of British Columbia, 
since Great 


Britain is too dignified to sell its 
possessions, but it is a matter of con- 
quest. He refers to the fact that 
England in watching the Isthmian 
canal project, ready to snatch the 
Pacific coast fraud. He says war 19 
inevitable, because our interests are 
identical, 
and 
the 
moment 
the 


United States interferes with Great 
Britain's carrying our products to 
Europe there will be trouble. A 
great navy is an absolute necessity to 
the country. The war is not a matter 
of the near future, but it will be de 
sireble to the people of thia country 
as aoon as they are prepared. He 
says that England is astonished at 
the vast industries developing in 
Alaska. That 
Territory cost the 


United States $7,200,000 and the 
royalty from the seal industries alone 
is 6 per cent, on the investment, Tho 
fisheries there are equal to those of 
all the rest of the world combined, 
and this produce going through 
Batten, waters excites great jealousy. 


Suicide in Germany. 


German philosphera have been much 


exercised lately by the hideous statis- 
tics relating to suicide in their country. 
The mania for self-murder is manifested 
to a terrible extent iu Berlin, and a Tory 
large number of those who fall victims 
to it buloug to what are callefl the high 
classes). 
The London Graphic remarks: 


"Pel haps tbe fucts cannot be satisfactor- 
ily explained; but it is impossible not to 
iisboemtrf them to some extent with the 
deray nf lehgious belief in Germnny. 
It would be ubsiud, of cumse, that 
there is any necessary connection be- 
tween skepticism and suicide; but there 
are certmuly multitudes of men who, 
^beri they suddenly throw off old re- 
straint*, aie tempted to plunge into a 
kind of life that 
m.iy easily load to 


disaster. 
For many thousands of Ger- 


mans gambling seems to have an ifre- 
aistible fascination; nnd gambling both 
«t the Bourse und at tbe curd-table is 
understood to have been the direct 
cause of some of the most recent in- 
stances of suicide in the German capi- 
tal. 
Probably 
poverty also accounts 


for a considerable number of cases. 
After ths Franco-German war it was 
hoped that Germany would soon be- 
come as rich as she was powerful; but 
these 
anticipations 
have not been 


realized. The vast military system of 
the country crushes its industrial ener- 
gies, and the struggle for existence in 
ihe great cities hag become, to the mass 
of the people, almost intolerable. Many 
unfortunate men and women seem to 
kill themselves for no other reason tban 
that they are tired of a conflict which 
they have to carry on without the con- 
solations that sustained less materialis- 
tic generations. The iubject is a very 
complicated and painful one, and we do 
not wonder that it causes much anxiety 
to serious and patriotic Germans."
